We need to re-examine and improve 
the Department’s training programs 
so they are fair and equitable to all 
officers. 

Officers who want to improve them- 
selves by going back to college should be 
helped. The Department should not be 
allowed to put obstacles in their way by 
changing an officer’s schedule or 
assignment in the middle of a semester. 

The City benefits from a better educat- 
ed officer. The City should help pay for

go to roll calls and disseminate mis- 
leading and false information. All of

tions be so politically motivated that 
individuals want to win at all costs 
and forget the purpose of being a good 
Director? 

When | prepared this article, the elec- 
tion results were in fact, not known. 
The final results had not been tabu- 
lated. The questions and input I seek 
from you now are merely intended to 
provide a check and balance system 
within our members and our organiza- 
tion. I did not personally attack my 
opponent during the campaign, for 
many reasons. I tried to put the future 
of our organization and the dignity of 
the Director position before my per- 
sonal agenda. Your opinion of me is 
important to me personally, yet your 
decision or vote, is your right and 
your individual decision. The election 
process must always remain a choice 
of the membership. 

| have supported this organization 
for over twenty-six years and I am not 
going to let these incidents change my 
character, nor my integrity. I believe 
I have demonstrated by my actions 
and performance, my only interest has 
always been the benefits of our mem- 
bership. We must protect the rights, 


membership’s best interest, we. as an 
organization will eventually fail, and 
in those failures will eventually 
cause damage to our organization 
and our benefits, wages and working 
conditions. 

The campaign for the first time has 
generated an extremely noticeable in- 
terest by a few League attorneys. This 
interest was noticed in donations or at- 
tempts for donations, lobbying efforts, 
direct E-mails, and yes, a direct effort 
to influence the election process. 
Once again, we must ask ourselves, 
why? What issues are so important to 
attorneys to give funds, and place 
their involvement in these issues. | 
personally think the involvement 
might focus around the financial 
benefits. The Protective League 
Board has continued over the past few 
years to expand the legal budget. This 
expansion has been based on the 
needs of our members, and the future 
of who may receive those funds could 
be at risk by some. 


I personally feel Directors must pur- 
posely avoid financial contact or dona- 
tions with League attorneys, if nothing 
else, to avoid the appearance of im- 
proper behavior. I would strongly sug- 
gest we amend our bylaws to include 
such a provision . 

Additionally, I would strongly rec- 
ommend we immediately proceed for- 
ward with modifications to our bylaws 
and policy manual. I have seen over the 
last three years, what | honestly consid- 
ered to be work ethic concerns or allow- 
ances that would be of disappointment 
to our members. I must also say these 
observations are only directed at a few 
Directors. These observations would be 


And yes, | had intended to run for the 
position of president of our organiza- 
tion. But for reasons other than those 
echoed by a few of my fellow Directors. 
I did not believe trips to promote one’s 
education, resume, self-interest, finan- 
cial interest, or future political appoint- 
ment will benefit our organization. 
Those actions will clearly benefit the 
individual, but the organization clearly 
is not the main objective. 

I honestly believed the person occu- 
pying the position of president must 
play a strong leadership role in our or- 
ganization, have a vison of our future 
and most importantly always do what 
he or she knows is the right thing for the 
organization, not the future interest of 
an individual. We have seen Directors 
come and go over the years, and some 
have held this position for their own 
personal future or interest. 

We must modify our bylaws and pol- 
icy to exclude paid political positions 
while in office, modify and disclose 
any financial interest or possible in- 
vestments that could benefit an individ- 
ual based on their position as a Board 
member, and demand an accountability 
of our Directors that is above approach.

An Medical Group 
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Virtual Investigations (VI) 


I have been given the task of meeting 
and conferring with the Department re- 
garding Virtual Investigations (VI). VI is 
anew proposed process by which person- 
nel complaints are completed. Normally, 
an officer accused of misconduct would 
be given a very thick paper investigation 
which would include copies of all ad- 
denda and transcribed statements (the let- 
ter of transmittal, etc.). As has been done 
in the past, the investigation would be 
given to the officer just days before the 
statute expires, thus reducing the time the 
officer has to respond to Skelly. A VI as 
proposed by the Department now contains 
the complete investigation on a computer 
disk. The only element that is missing from 
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have a personnel investigation adjudi- 
cated. As has been demonstrated in the 
past, when an officer is the subject of a 
personnel complaint, he or she normally 
will not promote or transfer anywhere 
pending the adjudication of the com- 
plaint, which sometimes has taken close 
to a year. 

However, as with any new process, 
there are some major bugs in the system. 
Those being, computer training and 
equipment; privacy of a computer to re- 
view the investigation; access to comput- 
ers; paraphrased or transcribed statements 
needed at a Board of Rights; and other 
logistical and training problems. 

I have met numerous times with the 
Department regarding these issues. The

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Remember the legal saying that “bad 
cases make bad case law.”? Well it hap- 
pened to 47.5 of the California Civil 
Code. That’s the law that allowed po- 
lice officers to sue people that know- 
ingly made false complaints against 
them. In a Southern California case, an 
officer threatened to sue a citizen who 
made a complaint against him as the 
result of a traffic stop. The citizen chal- 
lenged the constitutionality of 47.5 in 
federal court and the ruling was that 
47.5 is unconstitutional for inhibiting 
the First Amendment right to free 
speech. We’ ve lost a good law and this 
case would be the wrong one to appeal. 
Our legal office as well as those of our 
statewide colleagues are analyzing our 
options for some form of relief. 

The next bad case that is going to 
haunt us on pensions is the outrageous 
decision of Los Angeles County Em- 
ployee Retirement Association to de- 
clare deceased Sheriff Sherman 
Block’s slip-and-fall at home a duty-re- 
lated death, and grant his widow a 
$232,908.00 pension. So how does that 
affect you? Your pension benefits are 
determined by the voting public 
through Charter changes on the ballot. 
So, as the public gets upset over the 
newspaper reporting of alleged excess 
public employee pension and disability 
benefits, do you think they will be in the

For those of you who follow the 1n- 
vestments in our pension system, they 
made a sizable investment in Amerindo 
Technology Fund and within a year net- 
ted a 209% return. They made over 
$600 million. They are now reducing 
their holdings because Amerindo is a 
high risk internet and to conform with 
their asset allocation formulas. An ex- 
cellent hit and run by our pension com- 
missioners and the investment officers.

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Not long ago, I gota call from a young 
officer who was having great difficulty 
dealing with what he perceived as the 
“Death of LAPD,” as he knew it. His 
perceptions were due primarily to what 
he identified as the “Rampart Division 
Scandal.”

He was seriously hurt that the Department 
that he had taken great pleasure and com- 
fort in belonging to, and identifying with, 
was now covered by the black cloud of 
scandal. I don’t think it was his personal 
ego that he was talking about but rather 
his sense of team identity and integrity 
that had been shattered by the likes of 
Raphael Perez. This young man has been 
a cop for only a few years and was certain 
that the situation involving Perez would 
somehow brand him and the rest of us as 
being corrupt. I doubt if he is alone in this 
feeling. 

The sad truth is that this isn’t the first, 
nor will it be last time a member of this 
Department has crossed the line into a 
criminal venture and given up the right be 
considered a peer of those of you that refuse 
to sell out your personal integrity for any 
price. Every scandal brings its own black 
cloud. Every scandal also brings upheaval 
in the “Division of Occurrence,” and cre- 
ates its own innocent victims whose lives 
will be altered, perhaps forever, as the 
Department does what it must do to iden- 
tify, contain and neutralize the poisoned 
apple(s) among us.

It also 
brings out the real leaders too. I guess that 
is just how life is sometimes.. 

Fortunately the average citizens out 
there in LAPD-land will ~andedo.remem- 
ber, that in spite of rogues like Rafael 
Perez, there are almost 10,000 other 
LAPD Officers who have nothing to do 
with this scandal, nor any others. They 
are the real LAPD. They are the good 
men and women that routinely provide 
high quality police services in spite of 
great personal and professional risks. 

We have all been temporarily tarnished 
by this sad era in LAPD history. If 1 can 

offer any advice based on experience it is 
simply to accept that with time this too 
will pass, as have all the other similar 
affairs of our history. 

Rather than talk about a vcry few bad 
apples amongst us, let me tell you a story 
about incredible integrity, courage and 
heroism. | will tell you a true story about 
a group of our peers who represent the 
best of the best among you. Officers of 
such integrity, personal courage and 
honor that they were willing to risk seri- 
ous injury or death to save the life of a 
brother officer they had never met. 

The story I’m about to tell you out-

The National Association of Police Or- 
ganizations (NAPO) is a national level 
‘ynion of police unions.’ The League 1s a 
member of NAPO. 

For the last six years NAPO has at- 
tempted to honor those very special offi-

cers in America whose courage and dedi- 
cation to duty exemplify the best of the 
best among us. To that end they created 
the Annual TOP COPS Awards dinner to 
bring national recognition and honor to 
officers involved in ten incidents nation- 
wide. Annually NAPO receives hun- 
dreds of nominations from around the 
country for various acts of police service 
and police-related heroism. From those 

hundreds of incident nominations a 

screen-down process takes place that re- 

sults in one nomination per state reaching 
the finals. In the end, a mere ten incidents 
are selected as the TOP COPS AWARDS 

WINNERS for that year. 

Each year the League’s Board of Di- 
rectors selects a single incident involving 
members of the League from various in- 
cidents occurring throughout the year to 
be our nomination. Through the magic of 
a little plagiarism mixed with some 
guesswork, a touch of creativity and a 
bunch of luck, a NAPO TOP COPS

On October 21 of this year I had the 
privilege to visit the White House in 
Washington, D.C, While I stood Ina gar- 
den with several Congressmen and vari- 
ous dignitaries, President Clinton 


ery they had performed two years prior 
while attempting a downed-officer-res- 
cue to save the life of Glendale Police 
Department Detective Charles Laz- 
zaretto who was dying from multiple 
gunshot wounds received in an ambush 
inside a dark warehouse in Devonshire 
division. 

The evening following the White 
House Presidential Presentation, our own 
League President Ted Hunt, Director 
Cliff Ruff, and I had the honor of witness- 
ing the presentation of the distinguished 
NAPO 6'" Annual TOP COPS Awards to 
those seven Los Angeles police officers, 
Andy Azodi, Jude Bella, Ryan Clark 
(now with the U.S. Army), Chris Dunn, 
Kevin J. Foster, Craig Schofield Hewitt 
and Chris Y zaguirre. 

We were among 200 others, including, 
Congressmen Jim Rogan, Brad Sherman, 
Marty Martinez, California Assembly- 
man Scott Wildman, Members of the 
Glendale Police Officers Association. 
Special guests, included Andrew and 
Nan Lazzaretto, the parents of deceased 
Glendale Police Detective Charles Laz- 
zaretto, Charles Lazzaretto’s widow, 
Anamaria, and her father, Mr. Robert 
Taylor, LAPD Commander retired. 

In a huge ballroom in the Washington 
Hilton Hotel, Vice President Al Gore 
took the time to stop by to say a few 
words about, and to, our heroes and 
their family members as well . That 
done, the presentations began with Ms. 
Lynn Russell from “CNN Headline 

News,” and Mr Richard Belzer from 
“Law and Order: Special Victims Unit,” 
co-hosting the presentation portion of the 
evening. For the next hour-and-a-half, 
we listened to stories of police heroism 
that brought chills to the most hardened 
in the audience. 


Then it was LAPD‘s turn. Richard 
Belzer did a great job of dramatically 
telling the story of how our guys decided 
to rescue Detective Lazzaretto from a 
completely darkened warehouse where

they knew the heavily-armed assailant 
was waiting inside. Lazzaretto and his 
partner Detective Arthur Frank were at 
the location to arrest Israel Gonzales for 
the brutal attempted murder of his former 
girlfriend in Glendale. As Lazzaretto and 
Frank were being escorted into the ware- 

house by an employee who had told them 

the suspect wasn’t there, they were shot 

at from a catwalk area above their loca- 

tion. Lazzaretto fell to the floor and was 

non responsive to Frank’s attempts to 

talk to him. Detective Frank was able to 

use a nearby office phone to request help 

from LAPD, 

Soon thereafter, several LAPD officers 
arrived and attempted to locate Laz- 
zaretto. They immediately were met with 
accurate gunfire from Gonzales who was 
hidden by the darkness. 

Each of our heroes made a commit- 
ment to be part of a rescue team. Each 
chose to enter a dark building knowing 
full well that a crazed gunman was inside 
who had already shot one officer and had 
tried to shoot others. Each knew that 
Gonzales had an overwhelming tactical 
advantage of cover, concealment and un- 
fortunately high ground. They also knew 
that he was an excellent marksman who 
would have no hesitation to shoot addi- 
tional police officers if given the chance. 
Each knew the probability of being shot 
was greater than the possibility of not 

being shot. Each of them simply hoped 
that they would survive and get Laz- 
zaretto out of the building so he could 
obtain badly needed medical treatment 

Officer Chris Yzaguirre assumed the 
role of team leader and together the team 
devised a hasty but sophisticated rescue 
plan that involved aggressive tactics, 
teamwork and most importantly an in- 
credible trust in themselves and their 
other team members for their individual 
and collective survival.

League Joins City Attorney 
In Legal Fight Against L.A. 


Times 

Because of our excellent working rela- 
tionship with the office of City Attorney 
James Hahn, we at the League became 
aware that reporters from the L.A, Times 
had caused to be filed in Superior Court 
a petition for writ of mandate secking a 
court order forcing the Department to 
turn over to the Times unredacted copies 
ofall off-duty work permits approved for 
officers for the past five years. As you 
know, applications for work permits re- 
quire applicant officers to disclose pri- 
vate information such as the name and 
address of the proposed private em- 
ployer, salary, sick and IOD information, 


partment employees due to possible con- 
flict of interest concerns and to monitor 
the nature of the work performed to de- 
termine whether or not It 1s appropriate.” 
To support this position, the Times cited 
to the court several examples of instances 
covered in the press where the off-duty 
work of officers was an issue. What the 
Times conveniently, or intentionally, ne- 
glected to mention was that in each of the 
examples cited by them involving mis- 
conduct by off-duty officers at off-duty 
jobs, the involved officers did not have a 
work permit to work the off-duty posi- 
tion! 

In addition to joining all of the argu- 
ments submitted by the City Attorney on 


behalf of the Department, our legal brief 


to the court argued that officers have a 


policing and can be trusted to adequately 
monitor this area.

“Never send to know for 
whom the bell tolls; it tolls for thee” 


It was a cold dark October on the 
legal front for League members. Five 
writs contesting Boards of Rights deci- 
sions were shot down by the courts, and 
a law that allowed police officers to sue 
persons who made false complaints 
against them was declared unconstitu- 
tional by a local federal court. It wasn’t 
a matter of personalities either. The five 
writs were handled by three different 
judges, three different League panel at- 
torneys and three different deputy city 
attorneys in various combinations. No, 
it’s probably the atmosphere. 

The California Supreme Court deci- 
sion of Fukuda v. City of Angels came 
down in June of this year and has had 
an important impact for those wishing 
to uphold any decision by a Board of 
Rights. Officer Timothy Fukuda be- 
came involved in a pursuit that included 
driving in the opposite direction of traf- 
fic, engaging in a rolling roadblock and 
nearly being rammed by the suspect’s 
vehicle. (The record doesn’t say 
whether or not he caught the violator) 
His department thought the chase was 
unreasonably dangerous and that 
Fukuda had been less than truthful in 
his reports and interviews with Internal 
Affairs concerning the incident. They 
fired him. He appealed and won at the 
appeal court level. However, the Supre- 
mes disagreed. They found that when 
an agency decision comes to superior 
OULL O rit, the “trial court must 
afford a strong presumption of correct- 
ness concerning the adminis rative 
findings, and the party challenging the 
administtative decision bears the bur- 
den of convincing the court that the 
administrative findings are contrary to 
the weight of the evidence.” Combine 
this with the often heard comment by 
judges that they are not in the business 
of micro-managing LAPD and you can 
see what your chances are of second 
guessing a Board of Rights in court. It 
might be instructive to take a short look 
at each of these cases to see what we 
can learn from them to govern our fu- 
ture conduct. All of the cases are far 
more complex than can be given room 
here for full discussion, but some high- 

lights can be pulled out for cautionary 
reasons. 

The first case concerned numerous 
allegations that appeared to be cumu- 
lated into a count of creating 4 hostile 
work environment. The attorney 
pointed out that the officer's conduct 
did not fit into the technical require- 
ments of the concept of “hostile work 
environment,” but the judge reviewed 
Department documents and found lan- 
guage that indicated officers were up 
posed to treat each other civilly 
anyway. The message? Technical argu- 
ments are not going to be effective. 

The second case involved an officer 
who ended up in a physical altercation 
with gang members while he was at- 
tending 4 Department-sanctioned pic- 
nic. The only witness that testified wre 
he was assaulted (choked and lifted o 
the ground by his neck) was the gang 
member. Twenty other witnesses Ser 
cluding his fellow gang piri 1 
not corroborate the gang a s 
story. Nevertheless, the Board’s nae 
sion of guilt was upheld. If a Board o 
Rights chooses to believe one witness,

The fifth case involved a variation of 
the disciplinary wave that is becoming 
more prevalent with the current Brady 
issues. An officer was sent to a Board 
of Rights and disciplined. He was then 
ordered to be removed from the field. 
He was sent to a second Board of Rights 
for a relatively minor allegation, The 
second Board fired him largely because 
he could no longer work in the field. 
The attorney alleged that the officer 
should have been entitled to a hearing 
over the order removing him from the 


You better have a video tape, witnesses 
don’t cut it. Secondary message? At- 
tend Department-sanctioned functions 
at your peril. Numerous officers were 
sent to Boards over this incident. 

The third case addressed the double 
jeopardy issue. An officer was accused 
of domestic violence. He denied it all 
the way through the Board. The Board 
believed the complainant and stated on 
the record that this officer’s penalty 
was increased because, in their opinion, 
he was not telling the truth. The Depart- 
ment then filed a second complaint 
against him for false and misleading at 
his Board. The second Board fired the 
officer. The attorney pointed out that 
the officer had already been disciplined 
for false and misleading by the first 
Board and that this was double jeop- 
ardy and against the Charter of the City 
of Los Angeles which states no officer 
“shall be tried twice for the same of- 
fense.” The court disagreed. The sec- 
ond charge was properly brought, it 
said. The message? We used to think 
that the Chief of Police could only ac- 
cept or lower the penalty recommended 
by the Board of Rights. Under this new 


field since it was punitive. The court 
disagreed. All was well, in its view, 
with the termination. The message? 
The Brady letter issue is not going to 
cause a great deal of heartburn over at 
the Superior Court. Brady letters are 
those orders from the Chief removing 
an officer from the field because the 
officer has been found guilty of false 
and misleading allegations and this of- 
ficer is now, in the Department’s view, 
“damaged goods” and cannot testify 
anymore in a criminal proceeding. 
Finally, officers were having consid- 
erable success in filing actions of slan- 
der in small claims court against 
citizens who filed false complaints 
against them. Most of you officers out 
there (all of you eventually) will know 
the frustration that comes when a false 
complaint is made against you. These 
complaints range from the unhappy 
citizen striking back over a perceived 
unjust ticket to a street gang deliber- 
ately and methodically eliminating spe- 
cific CRASH officers from working in 
their assigned area. The Department, of 
course, takes any and all complaints 
from any and all sources.

Secondary mes- 

sage? The time-honored “disciplinary 

wave” has been enhanced as a tool to 

rid the Department of undesirables. 

What is this? Well, when an officer has 

been classified as “undesirable” by 
management (sometimes for good rea- 
sons, sometimes for political reasons, tt 
doesn’t matter), the disciplinary wave 
treatment consists of a succession of 
personnel complaints, one after an- 
other, like waves, which eventually 
wash the officer’s boat up on the rocks. 
By the time the crash occurs, the officer 
looks like a problem child that just can’t 
behave. The fall of the double jeopardy 
issue allows a ready and easily charged 
series of disciplinary waves to be 
launched. 

The fourth case inyolved procedural 
issues. An officer was denied a continu- 
ance she requested because her elderly 
father was scheduled for a brain opera- 
tion four days before the Board and 
because the discovery requested by her 
defense representative had not yet been 
provided, She received one of the inter- 
view tapes five days before the Board 
and a critical communications tape the 
afternoon before the Board, She was 
forced to go with the Board anyway. 
The scheduled brain operation, al- 
though it might say volumes about the 
way in which management sometimes 
treats its employees, did not rise to a 
legal issue. The lack of discovery did. 
Although the Board of Rights Manual 

clearly states that “such material shall 
be furnished as soon as 1s practicable 
after the accused officer has selected 
the members for his or her Board of 
Rights” the court found that no abuse of 
discretion occurred because of this late 
discovery. The message? Only the ac- 
cused officers have to follow the rules, 





in court. The Civil Code specifically 
had an exception for police officers 
who were the victims, of .false..com-. 
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frequently won. This did 
with the ACLU. They maintained that a 
citizen’s right to redress his or her gov- 
ernment was being chilled. A federal 
judge agreed. He declared this section 
unconstitutional. Where should the offi- 
cer go for redress? Why, there is no need 
for redress, the disciplinary system of the 
officer’s department will protect the offi- 
cer from false complaints, the court said. 
The message? You’re on your own.

pealed to a higher court, but, for now, 

the decisions stand. 

What does all this mean? Well, for 
one thing, the Board of Rights is likely 
to be your only shot at justice. Select 
your Board members well. The Board 
member’s intestinal fortitude and sense 
of fair play are going to be paramount 
in your fate because the courts are not 
likely to second guess any of their de- 
cisions. You need Board members who 
have the strength of character to call 
their own shots without fear of criti- 
cism from higher management. What if 
both of these people are on vacation? 
(Just kidding) Second, your emphasis 
at a Board should be on the refuting of 
the facts being alleged against you. A 
record must be made of the technical 
violations, but don’t count on them for 
your ultimate success. Finally, be cau- 
tious of any conduct that could re- 
motely be connected to false and 
misleading allegations. LAPD officers 
have finally hit the ultimate paradox. 
When is it better to admit that you did 
something you didn’t do to avoid being 
charged with false and misleading alle- 
gations about denying something you 
didn’t do? We are on the verge of sce- 
ing officers sent to Boards of Rights for 
making false and misleading state- 
ments by stating they committed some 
act of misconduct that they, in fact, did 
not commit to avoid being punished for 
false and misleading statements by a 
commanding officer that might believe 
they did what they didn’t do. 

The Fukuda case and the federal 
court’s declaring the slander exception 
for police officers unconstitutional 
have closed off some safety valves for 
police officers. LAPD officers are in a 
pressure cooker and the heat is being 
turned up. Bad press, immediate down- 
grades and transfers on the mere accu- 
sation of misconduct, federal pressure 
on civil rights violations, multiple law- 
suits from citizens, and a 
plaint and discipline policy are

ing bells and provide these officers 
with a forum they trust in which they 
can air their complaints. Contract nego- 
tiations are coming up. Maybe we 
should be bargaining for due process 
instead of money.

10. You can't be forced to take a Voice 
Stress Analyzer (so called "voice lie de- 
tector") test.

Cops At Risk in City of Angels 


by Craig W. Floyd 


Three months before his death, Offi- 
cer Daniel A. Pratt was chosen to serve 
with the gang unit of the Los Angeles 
Police Department. "It was stressful, it 
was scary," Daniel’s brother, Brian, 
said of the work. "[Danny] couldn’t be- 
lieve how many people were on the 
streets at night. The adrenaline was 
there, the terror was there." 

On September 3, 1988, Officer Pratt 
and his partner, Veronica DeLao, were 
patrolling the gang-infested streets of 
South Central Los Angeles when they 
spotted a car suspected of being in- 
volved in a drive-by shooting that left 
three people injured. Officers Pratt and 
DeLao gave chase in their unmarked 
car. The vehicle they were tailing made 
an abrupt U-turn and sprayed the two 
officers with machine-gun fire as the 
gunman and the 17-year-old female 
driver sped past. Officer DeLao es- 
caped harm, but Officer Pratt, a six- 
year police veteran, was shot in the face 
and killed. 

Danny left behind his wife of almost 
eight years, Andria; a five-year-old 
daughter; two sons, ages three and two; 
and another baby on the way. "He was my 
first and only boyfriend," Andria said. 
"When they came and told me [Danny 
had been killed], I couldn’t believe it; I

wouldn’t believe it. My life had been so 
well structured, so secure and then all 
of that suddenly and permanently 
changed." 

Unfortunately, another 189 Los An- 
geles police families have experi- 
enced that same sense of devastation 
and loss. Dating back to the shooting 
death of Police Officer C.A. May on 
February 28, 1907, the City of Los 
Angeles has lost a total of 190 officers 
in the line of duty. Only seven law 
enforcement agencies in the United 
States have suffered more fatalities. 

The three most recent Los Angeles 
police deaths occurred last year. Steven 
Gajda was the first police officer in the 
nation to die in 1998. This unwanted 
distinction resulted from a gang-related 
shooting on New Year’s Eve. Officer 
Gajda and other members of his anti- 
gang unit were attempting to arrest 
party revelers who were firing their 
guns to celebrate the new year. When a 
17-year-old gang member wanted for 
murder began to flee, Officer Gajda 
gave chase. The teenaged killer drew a 
weapon, turned and shot Officer Gajda 
in the head. The 29-year-old officer 
died on New Year’s Day—his wife’s 
birthday.

Rate Of Ambush Attacks Against Police 


Ambush attacks on police officers, 
like the one that resulted in three Texas 
officers being killed Tuesday night, are 
occurring at an alarming rate, according 
to the National Law Enforcement Offi- 
cers Memorial Fund (NLEOMEF). 

"I wish we could report that the trag- 
edy in Texas was an isolated act of mad- 
ness directed against our police officers, 
but it wasn’t," stated NLEOMF Chair- 
man Craig W. Floyd. "Throughout his- 
tory, there have been more than 1,300 
cases of law enforcement officers being 
killed without warning in unprovoked or 
ambush attacks." 

In the Texas incident, a man alleg- 
edly lured law enforcement officers to 
a trailer park south of San Antonio with 
a 911 call and then opened fire when 
officers arrived. Two Atascosa County 
deputies were killed, along with a 
Texas state trooper. Two other officers 
were wounded. The gunman committed 
suicide. 

According to records kept by the 
NLEOMF, there have been a total of 
211 law enforcement officers killed in 
similar unprovoked attacks during the 





past ten years (1989-1998), or an aver” 
age of 21 each year. "Some were carried 
out by deranged individuals," Floyd 
said. "Others were acts of revenge. 
Many times the assailant simply 
wanted to kill a cop. ; 

"The statistics show that police offi- 
cers have become the targets of cold- 
blooded criminal vengeance with 
increasing frequency in recent years, 
Floyd observed. "The number of unpro- 
voked attacks on our officers 1s double 
today what it was during the blood- 
filled gangster era of the 1930s, when 
there was an annual average of 11 po- 
lice deaths resulting from unprovoked 
or ambush attacks." 

NLEOME records also reveal that 
there have been roughly 200 incidents in 
which two or more law enforcement of- 
ficers have been killed in the line of duty. 
The deadliest single incident in the his- 
tory of law enforcement occurred on No- 
vember 24, 1917, when nine officers 
were killed in a bomb blast at a Milwau- 
kee (WI) police station. Multiple death 
incidents have taken the lives of 26 offi- 
cers in Texas. In fact, two earlier shooting 
incidents in Texas each resulted in four 
officers being killed. One occurred in 
1873, when four state police officers 
were shot trying to make an arrest in 
Lampasas, Texas. The other occurred on 
February 28, 1993, when four federal 
agents from the Bureau of Alcohol, To- 
bacco and Firearms were killed while 
conducting a raid on a religious cult com- 
pound in Waco, Texas.

I would like to thank Det. Tim Marcia 
from Rape Specials for his input on the 
following incident. 

On October 20, 1999, detectives 
from Rape Specials assumed the inves- 
ligative responsibility for several hot 
prowl sexual assaults that had occurred 
in Pacific Area and the city of Culver 


City. Based on the similarities of the 
crimes it was apparent that another Se- 
rial Rapist was again reeking havoc to 
the women on the west side of the city. 

On October 21, 1999, during the late 
PM hours, Pacific Area patrol officers, 
along with officers assigned to SPU, 
responded to a prowler call in the 3600 
block of Military Avenue. As the pri- 
mary unit responded to the crime scene, 
other units deployed in the area. The 
primary unit then initiated a crime 
broadcast advising that an attempt bur- 
glary had occurred. 

| Shortly after receiving this informa- 
tion, Officers Vasquez, #33197, and Hol- 
guin #34551, observed a possible suspect 
walking out of an apartment building one 
block east of the crime location. This 
individual was detained, a field show-up 
was conducted, and guess what? The sus- 
pect was positively identified. 

Based on the officers’ knowledge of 
the serial rapist that had been terroriz- 
ing the area, the officers established a 
crime scene around the attempt 459 lo- 
cation. This action secured valuable 
evidence that was later recovered by the 
responding detectives and criminalist. 


RHD detectives Rubalcava and Mar- 
cia conducted a thorough, lengthy in- 
terrogation which resulted in the 
confession by the suspect that he was 
responsible for the sexual assaults of 
numerous women in the Mar Vista and 
Culver City areas. 

We at RHD want to commend Pacific 
Area officers Vasquez, Holguin, Smith, 
#31609, Ortega, #34729, Negrete, 
#33348. Russell, #33693, Snowden, 
#23480, Hiramoto, #30031, and Sgt. 
Murphy, #30117, for their outstanding 
effort. These officers are to be com- 
mended for their outstanding tactics 
and observation skills that resulted in 
the capture and arrest of this low-life. 
They are also commended for their 
teamwork, outstanding communica- 
tions, attention to duty and for the out- 
standing job securing the crime scene.

Now that we’re back into our foggy 
discuss the factors that at 

times don’t allow us to provide you 

service. Three types of weather impair 

to fly safely: lightning 

. and low

Lightning, let’s just say, should be 
avoided when in any kind of aircraft for 
obvious reasons. (It hurts and it’s not 
sood for the helicopter.) Wind usually 
becomes a factor when there is a high 
"gust spread” or sustained wind of over 
20-30 MPH. It becomes very unpre- 
dictable and can become hazardous. We 


also have to con sider how eflecti 
are In these poo! conditions 

Our low visibility limitations ar 
with a guideline of 800 feet A.G) 
(above ground level) and two miles fo, 
ward visibility With visibility below th; 
it becomes difficult to see other aireraf 
navigate effectively and avoid obstry; 
tions (wires, trees, buildings, etc.) Ke , 
‘n mind that we need to launch from 
downtown to respond to you. We also 
need to make it down safely somewhere 
With a city of 475 square miles and ag 
variety of terrains, the weather may var, 
significantly. Keep in mind also that jus, 
because we report "down due to weather" 
doesn’t mean we absolutely can’t re. 
spond. We are ALWAYS on standby for 
call-outs. If you need us, call and let ys 
know what you have. We consider the 
conditions, experience of the aircrew and 
how much we may impact your Situation 
Based on a risk/benefit analysis we de- 
cide if we can give it a try. Please under- 
stand we’ve all been there, on the ground. 
and do everything we can to help you get 
it done safely. We do have to be respon- 
sible and see that we are here for you 
tomorrow. ,

Should Know 


L.A. County has the highest number 
of pedestrian traffic collisions. This is 
due to drivers not paying attention to 
pedestrians in marked and unmarked 
crosswalks. Many of the drivers are 
talking on cell phones, reading, talking 
to their passengers and a variety of 
other distracting things. 

The CTD Traffic Safety Unit con- 
ducts pedestrian violation details every 
month in each division in their bureau. 
During each detail over 100 citations 
were issued for 21950(A) VC (failing 
to yield to ped in crosswalk),

consist of six motor officers and two or 
three walking decoys.

LAPD OFFICERS AWARDED NATIONAL TOP COPS HONOR 


Seven Los Angeles police officers who braved gunfire to rescue a 
Glendale officer mortally wounded in a 1997 warehouse ambush, 
were honored at a White House reception. 

The seven were named “Top Cops” along with fellow officers from 
across the nation, officials said. 

The National Assn. of Police Organizations said the award was 
given to honor officers Andy Azodi, Jude Bella, Ryan Clark, Chris 
Dunn. Kevin J. Foster, Craig Schofield Hewitt, and Chris Yaguirre 

The White House reception honoring the officers—who worked at 
the Los Angeles Police Department’s North Hollywood, West Valley, 
and Foothill Divisions—was followed on Friday, October 22, by an 
awards ceremony and dinner for the recipients and their families 

Glendale Police Officer Charles Lazzaretto died after being shot by 
a domestic-abuse suspect in a darkened Chatsworth warehouse. The 
suspect later was slain, and Officers Bella and Foster were wounded 
in their attempt to rescue Lazzaretto. 

Top Cops are nominated by fellow law enforcement officers and 
selected from hundreds of nominations. The top 10 cases from around 
the country are chosen for the distinction. (See Rick Wells story on

CALIFORNIA: Officer Andy Azodi, 
officer Jude Bella, Officer Ryan 
clark*, Officer Chris Dunn, Officer 
Foster, Officer Craig Schofield 
Hewitt and Officer Chris Yzaguirre 
L.A. cops knew Israel Gonzales was 
bad news—they were called in on May 
97, 1997 to atrest him after he tried to kill 
3 former girlfriend by using a stun gun to 
knock her to the ground; he then tied her 
feet together, handcuffed her hands, 
eged her, choked her, and then attempted 
(o drown her in a bathtub full of water. 
Somehow, she managed to beg for her life, 
survive, and report the attempted murder. 
At 11:30 p.m., Glendale Police Detec- 
tives Charles Lazzaretto and Arthur 
Frank tracked Gonzales down at his job 
at a pornographic film studio. As they 
cautiously entered the pitch-black build- 
ing, Gonzales opened fire with a 9mm 
semi-automatic pistol. Lazaretto was hit 
and fell to the floor. Det. Frank called to 
him, but getting no answer, immediately 
telephoned for backup. Officers Andy 
Azodi, Jude Bella, Ryan Clark, Chris 
Dunn, Kevin Foster, Craig Hewitt, and 
Chris Yzaguirre arrived. 

In anattempt to locate Det. Lazzaretto 
inthe'darkness, the officers rolled flash- 
light across the floor toward where Det. 
Lazzaretto had fallen. The flashlight was 

immediately met by gunfire from the sus- 
pect. Officer Chris Yzaguirre, the senior 
police officer present atthe time, quickly

for the SWAT team. To implement the 
plan,each officer wasaskedtovolunteer. 
and each officer made the conscious de- 
cision to risk his life to-save a dying 
officer. They knewthat the only way they 
could save their dying colleague was to 
walk into a life-threatening situation 
Where the gunman had all the advantages 
of darkness, concealment, cover, and 
high ground. 

Officers Bella and Foster were followed 
by Officers Clark, Azodi and Dunn. Armed 
with shotguns, Officers Yzaguirre and 
Hewitt followed. Officer Yzaguirre fired 
two diversionary rounds. Then an intense 
firefight took place. Officer Bella was 
shot in the hand, knee, chest, and twice in 
the back. Officer Foster was hit in the hip, 
leg, and torso. Still, they attempted to 
rescue Det. Lazzaretto, stopping only 
when their loss of blood made them too 
weak to continue. Soon, the SWAT team 
arrived, and pulled out Det. Lazzaretto, 
who soon died from the wounds he sus- 
tained. Gonzales was later found dead 
inside the warehouse due to the self-in- 
flicted gunshot wound to the head. 

Officers Andy Azodi, Jude Bella, 
Ryan Clark, Chris Dunn, Kevin Foster, 
Craig Hewitt, and Chris Yzaguirre are 
just seven of the more than 20 heroic 
Los Angeles Police Officers who en- 
tered the building that night to rescue 
Det.

Also 
in attendance willbe S. Epatha Merker- 
son of NBC’s Law and. Order, and 
Yaphet Kotto of NBC’s Homicide: Life 
on the Street. 

The TOP COPS Awards pay tribute to 
law enforcement officers from across the 
country for outstanding service to their 
communities during the preceding year. 
The TOP COPS were nominated by fel- 
low officers and selected from hundreds 
of nominations by an Awards Commit- 
tee. Officers from the top ten cases have 
been chosen as the 1999 NAPO TOP 
COPS. In each remaining state, one case 
has been selected, from which an officer 
or group of officers receive Honorable 
Mention awards. 

NAPO, a national law enforcement 
group, represents more than 250,000 
sworn law enforcement officers from 
4,000 police associations and unions across 
the country. Based in Washington, D.C:, 
NAPO fights for the rights of law enforce- 
ment officers through federal legislation, 
legal advocacy and education. TOP COP 
Awards proceeds benefit the Police Re- 
search and Education Project, NAPO's sis- 
ter educational organization, the National 


Law Enforcement;Officers Memorial: 


Fund and Concerns of Police Survivors. 
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In a very short time they had devised 
their plan, as well as alternative plans 
should any of their team become 
wounded. Extra weapons were secured 
as well as various tactical tools avail- 
able at the scene. 

It was then show-time. The team did 
a quick practice run in the outer lobby 
area and then entered what can best be 
described as a kill zone. By prior plan 
they entered the warchouse using sup- 
pressive cover fire. Just as they 
reached Detective Lazzarctto an in- 
tensive fire fight between Gonzales 
and the rescue team ensued. Jude 
Bella was shot in the hand, knee, chest 
and twice in the back, Kevin Foster 
was shot in the hip, leg, and torso. In 
spite of their wounds, they continued 
trying to pull Detective Lazzaretto out 
of the warehouse, stopping only after 
their own loss of blood made them too 
weak to continue.The rescue team 
then went into their alternate rescue 
plan and rescued two of their own. 
Incredibly, as soon as they managed 
to get Jude Bella and Kevin Foster to 
an ambulance, the remaining would- 
be rescuers headed back to try again. 
It was then that they were relieved by 
Metro K-9 and SWAT officers who 
engaged Gonzales in another series of 
fierce firefights. SWAT officers were 
able to retrieve Detective Lazzaretto 
from the warehouse. He died as a re- 
sult of the gunshot wounds, leaving a 
widow and two young sons. 

Officers Jude Bella and Kevin Foster 
eventually ‘recovered’ from their 
wounds and have returned to work. 


I wish that each of you could have 
been at the TOP COPS Awards dinner 
to see the incredible response from the

audience when Mrs. Laz- 
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person. 

She thanked our officers on behalf of 
her family and spoke about herhusband 
and their children and life-as it is today, 
she talked about the courage our offi- 
cers demonstrated in risking their lives 
to attempt to save his. When she con- 
cluded.there were few. dry eyes in the 
room, the standing ovations those offi- 
cers received that night was far more 
indicative of how the citizens of this 
Nation feel toward’ LAPD officers than 
any cheap shot in the media or political 
circles. 

As I stood there at the White House 
and at the Awards. Dinner it occurred 
to me that, I’ve never been more 
proud to be a member of this Depart- 
ment than I was then. To be certain | 
was proud of our TOP COPSs for their 
heroic actions, but more importantly, 
for what they represented as they 
stood tall on those stages. Those 
seven officers were ambassadors, 
They proudly and humbly represented 
all that is right about LAPD. They 
represented the 10,000 hard-working, 
dedicated and honest men and women 
that are the real LAPD. 

On behalf of all of us; Thanks guys. 
You did real good!

She 
talked about the loss of her husband 
as only a police widow could, and 
then blew us all away when she told 
us how her husband’s spirit lives on 
behind ‘the badges of the heroes that 
were then standing behind her on the 
stage. She spoke quietly but elo- 
quently from her heart in a special 
way that everyone in room understood 
to be pure class. 

Then just as quietly as she had ap- 
peared she stepped aside to allow the 
LAPD Seven to have their moment in 
the sun. Most of us in the audience 
welcomed the chance for a standing 
ovation so we could wipe the dreaded 
East Coast humidity from our eyes and 
to get our hearts going again. 

I cannot thank Anamaria Lazzaretto 
enough for helping to make October 22. 
1999, the second most unforgettable 
night for our guys. Having known her 
father, Robert Taylor, for many years, 
it Was easy to understand how she could 
be such a class act.

On August 22, 1975, two young po- 
licemen were having code 7 at IHOP on 
Sunset Blvd. in Hollywood Division. 
Unit 6Z38, Officers John D. Hall and 
James Bryan, interrupted their supper 
and exited the location to respond to a hot 
radio call. Unbeknownst to them, while

planted an explosive device underneath 
their patrol car. As the officers drove 
away from the location, the device disen- 
gaged from the vehicle and the triggering 
mechanism malfunctioned. As a result of 
that discovery, the department ordered a 
search of all police vehicles that uncov- 
ered an additional bomb attached to a 
shop at Hollenbeck Division. Evidence 
revealed during the follow-up investiga- 
tion led straight to SLA member Kath- 
leen Soliah. In February, 1976, Soliah 
was indicted by Grand Jury on five fel- 
ony counts including conspiracy to com- 
mit murder, two counts of possessing 
explosive devices and two counts of at- 
tempted murder of police officers. Soliah 
discovered life underground.
